tarian church. This beautiful church 
is located on the southeast corner of 
Fourteenth and L streets. 
It Is a red 
brick building, and Is draped from 
steeple to steps in ivy. 
The present edifice is only a little 
over 29 years old and before Its con­ 
struction the congregation worship­ 
ed in a building that later became 
the district police court. 
This build­ 
ing was erected in 1821, and num ­ 
bered among its m em bers such Illus­ 
trious men as Calhoun. Daniel W eb­ 
ster and Rulfinch. 
The bell of this 
church, which was afterw ards 
re­ 
moved to the new edifice 
at 
Four­ 
teenth and L streets, and still sum ­ 


mons tardy devotees to prayer, was 
cast by Paul Revere in 1821, and 
bears his nam e. 
For years it w as 
the only large bell in W ashington, 
and was used to announee weddings, 
deaths, births and other festivals, to 
say 
nothing of acting as a general 
fire alarm. 
Ever since the bell was first plac­ 
ed In position it has joyously tolled 
;in the election of a president and 
when, through sickness or assassina­ 
tion. a president has passed away, 
I the tolling of this sam e hell has an­ 
nounced the passing. 
Mr. Taft is one of the m ost regu­ 
lar attendants of the church, and Is 
a pew renter. 
Roth his father and 
m other were of the Unitarian faith 
and his grandfather was one of the 
pioneers in that religion in Connec­ 
ticut. 
At Murray hay. Canada, where for 
the last 16 years Mr. Taft has spent 
his three months* vacation, , he has 
been an ardent worker at the union 
jchapel of the Presbyterian and Epis­ 
copal churches and is keenly interest­ 
ed in the w elfare of the little church. 
Mrs. Taft and her daughter. H elen, 
as well as Charlie Taft, attend 
St. 
John's Episcopal church 
and
